< WABRHfOTOif, April n.— Tho war and 
navy department people hava bean watching 
the recent experimenta in big gutta in Eng- 
land with a good deal of intereat, Fast as 

tho art of iron ship building progresses the 
art of destruction keeps fairly ahead of it. 
£nglan<t s w;tr ships hava iron armor two 
feet thick, bm-keil by two feet more of teak 
wood. Yet the cannons that u ive been re- 
cently tested will put a ball twice aa Iarr',e 
' as a man's head through this four fe<'t of 
iron and woo<l as though it were made of 
green chi>ese. The cannon which does this 
work wei);lis IM tons, an<l with its ciirriage 
weighs over Ji • tons. It is forty-four feet 
long, nnd ciirri'~i a Ivill which weighs li.'iOO 
jsjuniis, or lis much as twenty average men. 
It can carry 1 Ins ball. It is said, ne.irly ten 
miles. It tiike.s almost a thousjinil ixninds of 
powder, half a wagon load, to lire the guu 
ouco. The giMi H twice as long as the width 
of the average i-esidonco in the average city. 
Tbe "bore," or hole through which the ball 
is firo<i, is sixteeu and a half inches in ikame- 
tor, or big enough for a man to crawl into. 
It is capable, it ia claimed, of sending a 2,6UU 
pound ball thraagh thraa Cat* d nlid iron 
armor. <
